A FLOATING PANDEMONIUM. 
Wi have again to.-direct: the attention, of 
the Government to the. disgraceful scenes 
which ‘invariably take place on_ board 
the: Ocean Company's steamer Afenyon, 
employed gn the line between here and 
British forth Borneo, ‘prior, to her 
departure fromthis port, Duringher recent 
stay here the Afannon has undergone a 
considerable amount of repairs by the Dock’ 
Compiny, a new propeller shaft having 
-been fitted in additionto other work, and we 
understand: that the ancient craft required 
overhauling very badly. .However, we are 
principally concerned at present with what 
occurred in.the harbour on last Saturday 
afternoon, a short time before the Afemnon 
went to sea. The Afemnon's raison d'tre-on, 
the Borneo-Hongkong line is to carry 
Chinese. coolies from this port to Kudat. 
and Sandakan, to work on the tobacco 
and other plantations, and as the vessel is 
of fair size—a little over 800 tons register 
—she can at a pinch stow away aboutfive 
handred of these contract laborers, Now,: 
itis well known that.the Chinese coolie 
from Kwang-tung or Kwang-si is hardly 
‘the most tractable animal in the world, so 
that it is not’ difficult to’ understand how 
easily troubla may arise on board a ship’ 
where the discipline is lax, or the officers 
inclined to be tyrannical or iuconsiderate, 
We are ‘not aware what. the special 
deficiency may be on‘board’ the Afemnon, 
but we do know’ from very good authority - 
that every time she leaves Hongkong 
the most. discreditable and disgusting 
scenes take place In connection with 
the Chinese passengers. And: her’ late 
départure was evidently no exception to the , 
rule, The deck of the steamer was literally 
crammed with the coolies and'that motley 
crowd’ of crimps, runners, hawkers, ete., 
etc., always ‘to be found hovering like’. a 
cloud of locusts on board an emigrant 
ship. In what fashion the Harbour 
Department performed its ‘duty was ‘not:

On account of the multifarious dutiés of the 
Sanitary Sutyeyor, he has to delegate many of 
his duties tosubordinates,who, from inexperience 
or other less-excusable reasons, delay work in a 
somewhat vexatious manner.

‘Jum’s report are c.lculated to destroy the good 


feeling that should cxist between the. architects 
and executive officers of the Sanitary Board, and 
are utterly unjustifiable, I think that the least 
that gentleman ‘should do is to prove or with- 
draw so much of this report as is now objected to. 

From an extended experience I ventute to say 
that the,sanitary condition of this’ colony is not

All haridd’ 
were at ance turned to; the. force pump and the, 
donkey pump were got to work as soon 4s possi- 
hle, and with both pumps going at their hardestan 
immense quantity of water ‘wis poured down on 
the burning mass. This went on for sometime, 
and the pespl‘had the misfortune of seeing that 
the fire'was ranidly gaining Headway, and that, 
the water which was being poured into the ‘fire 
had little or no effect. ‘The construction of the 
ship prevented the fire from spreading beyond, 
the forchold; ‘there is a watertight bulkhend 
seprrnting it from the enginroom, and abaft there 
is also another watertight bulkhead dividing ‘off 
thealterhold. Well acquainted with this circum-, 
‘stance, the men ‘worked away’ with a will in 
order to save the’-ship, and, secing’ that’.it 
would be advisable (o'make for the shore’ in 
case of necéssity, the captain turned the ship's 
chead towards Redang, a small port up the 
coast at’ the entrance of ‘the Gulf ."o 
Sinm, which was then from 25 to’30 miles away, 
This manctuvre, ‘however, had to be. cautio 
carried out on ‘account of the obvious need‘ to 
prevent the fire fiom seizing the whole of ship 
by encroaching abaft by way of the deck fittings: 
Therefore, it was necessary on one or two” 
occasions to ease down the engines, and also to’ 
stop the ship altogether, but finally she reached | 
Redang about twenty minutes tog o'clock on the 
same evening, Sunday. Here she was beset 
with another difficulty ; immediately on casting 
the anchor, the vessel swung’ round head to 
the wind, and the flames were being driven 
abaft in a very: dangerous manner, With 


‘all possible despatch the anchor was hove’ 


again and she was driven head up on to a 
reef, In the meantime the fire had gairied 
such ground that the entire fore part of the ship 
had become one mass of, flames. To look at.

Poon Ban of the Hongkong Government 
service, then as now, was Mr."AL¥rep 
Lisrer, who in addition to filling the posts 
of Postmaster General, Collector of Stamp 
Revenue,.and Auditor General, was also” 
Member ‘of the Legislative Council, Justice 
ofthe Peace, Trustee, Hon, Treasurer. 
and Secretary of St. John’s Cathedral, and 
‘Hon, Secretary and Treasurer of the 
Hongkong Publie School,.and further had 
the credit of being Editor -and proof- 
reader of the Government Gasele, as well 
as chief Fidds Achates to the hypocritical 
fossils wha in turnheld sway atGovernment 
House. The ubiquitous Postmaster even 
admitted the. soft impeachment that “he 
had a°hand in drafting many of the bills 
‘submitted. to our local legislature. Now, 
although we never could quite recognise 
Mr. Lister's claims, to be-niched. as a 
‘modern .Admirable Cricutox, we were 
quite ‘willing’ to concede that he was a 
‘| hard-working, industrious and[painstaking 
officer, whose lengthy 
the Post Office made him a very useful’ 
public servant in, his, own department ;, 
but’ we .certainly did object, and that 
very, ‘strongly, to any civil servant 
nominally filling a number. of positions, 
gome of them sinecures no doubt, and.

General in a busy commercial 
colony like Hongkong, we argued, were 
quite sufficient, to occupy the whole time 
and attention of.any man, or where was 
the necessity of having. a Deputy? ‘The 
duties’ of Colonial ‘Treasurer, Auditor 
General, and Collector of Stamp Revenue 
could only be attended to at the expense 
of the Post. Office and to the inconvenience 
of the community; postal duties were 
neglected in order toallow Mr. Lister to
